M other should m ake sure it 
is the kind of a passport th a t car­ 
ries her child to pleasant places. 
Speech, of course, is to a great 
degree a m atter of imitation. 
If 
a m other uses correct, clear, sim ­ 
ple speech her child will talk th at 
way, for speech is catching. 
So, 
talk to the baby as you would to 
your m ost honored friend. Be cour­ 
teous. 
Speak cheerfully. 
Speak 
gently. 
Never raise your voice. 
The louder you shout, the deafer 
he will be. 
He hears best when 
you speak m ost gently. 
Use sim ­ 
ple words. 
Use the right names 
for things. 
Don’t teach a child to 
call his breakfast “Brekkle.’* Use 
the right word—breakfast. All baby 
talk is out. 
The child will not be able to 
say the words accurately in the 
beginning. 
B ut don’t correct him. 
Ju st say the right word clearly 
and let it go a t that. Do not drill 
a child in right speech. 
T hat will 
make him afraid to talk a t all. 
It may bring on stam m ering. 
Let 
the baby alone. 
Accept his effort; 
praise it: listen carefully and try 
to understand his first efforts at 
telling you something. 
Your lis­ 
tening gives him confidence, and 
th at’s w hat he needs m ost 
If the child names an anim al by 
the sound it makes, accept that 
name. 
“Bow-wow,” 
"Choo-choo” 
are baby words. 
They are right 
as far as they go. 
Recognize the 
dog and the train as the baby 
names them. 
And then say to 
him: "W hat does the dog say?" 
And then, “Who says bow-wow?” 
Soon the child will say “dog” when 
he means dog, and "train” when 
he m eans train; and th a t’s as it 
ought to be. 
One of the best ways to teach 
a baby language is to sing to him. 
Sing lovely lullabies. A baby hears 
before he understands. 
He hears I 
you, feels you, and remembers even I 
though he cannot understand. Sing 
lovely song to him. 
Say a child’s ( 
p refer over his crib. 
Your child j 
will hear and remember and be * 
helped by it. Don’t omit the nurs­ 


ery rhymes. 
Say them to tho 
baby as you bathe and dress and 
play w ith him. 
Select the * ones 
(hat 
have 
m arked rhythm and 
much repetition, like “To market, 
to m arket, to buy a fat pig,” or 
"Old Mother H ubbard,” or "Simple 
Simon met a pie-m an,” or "Little 
.Tack Horner." The Mother Goose 
rhym es will serve the baby well. 
They are his introduction to liter­ 
ature. 
They contain his first les­ 
sons in speech, and they are full 


of fun, of rhythm, of action. Say 
the rhym es over and over, begin­ 
ning w ith "P a t^ -cak e, P at-a-cak e” 
and you will help the baby to talk 
easily and well. 
Speech is the child’s passport to 
life. 
M other is the child’s pattern 
and his first teacher.

modity. There was the surprising re­ 
volt in the House against gag rule, an 
action which was the more unexpect­ 
ed in view of the substantial support 
which the House has heretofore given 
to the administration. Debate has 
been severely limited in the House on 
many other propositions Inherently 
more questionable than the reorgan­ 
ization bill. 
Then there was the rising tide of 
popular protest against the bill itself. 
Since it was a protest against an ad­ 
ministration measure, the flood of 
telegrams poured into '.Vashington 
was denounced as vicious and mis­ 
leading propaganda 
by organized, 
selfish, anti-social interests. If it were 
a flood of telegrams sent under the 
auspices of a group of citizens who 
approved the bill, it would of course 
have been described as democracy in 
action, as the irresistible voice of the 
people speaking for progress apd re­ 
form. 
When we ask ourselves why it Is 
that a bill to permit reorganization of 
the federal administrative agencies 
should give rise to such furore, it is 
difficult, in one respect, to provide an 
answer, for a plan quite similar had 
substantial support, and little em­ 


phatic opposition, not many years 
ago. In other respects, however, the 
explanation is simple. 
First, we were assure, that no ma­ 
terial economies could be expected 
from the contemplated reorganiza­ 
tion. Since economy was not the rea­ 
son for the tremendous pressure ex­ 
erted to secure passage, there must 
have been some other motive in such 
reshuffling as was intended. The word 
used to describe the expected result 
was “efficiency.” But it is useless to 
talk abc^it efficiency which does not 
lead to economy. The millstone of 
federal costs is already so heavy on 
the taxpayers’ necks as to make them 
justifiably shy of any proposal to 
make federal interference with eco­ 
nomic operations more efficient but 
no less costly. 
Second, we had I’affairt Morgan. 
This instance of declaring a man 
guilty when he had not presented his 
case was strongly suggestive of Euro­ 
pean methods. It compelled increased 
discount of the dictatorship disclait.i- 
er, all of the attendant circumstances 
of which seemed to justify this dis­ 
counting. 
Third, there was the growing and 
deepening economic depression. A 
profound conviction exists among the 
people that the administration's poli­ 
cies have contributed materially to 
this collapse, and that it is wholly at 
sea with respect to what to do about 
it. The conviction is equally strong 
that the real purpose of such reorgan­ 
ization as may have been undertaken 
was to strengthen the administration’s 
hold on jobs and offices, and hence Its 
influence on electioas. The country 
seemed to be asking itself the ques­ 
tion whether it wants to put so con­ 
venient a method of perpetuating 
control into the President’s hands. In 
view of all the developments of the 
past year.

to hum anity, it is th a t its voters better understand 
w hat ara the inalienable rights of man. It would 
seem th a t ju st to the degree th at public opinion 
comes to recognize these inalienable rights of man, 
(do we have happiness and proeperity. 
There seems to be no time in the history of our 
country when there w as so much confusion about 
this subject as at present. W hen the President com­ 
plains th a t there is a No-M an’s Land over which the 
governm ent has no right to control and legislate, 
it is evident th a t he does not believe in the inalien­ 
able rights of man. 
What Are the Inalienable Rights 
THE INALIENABLE RIGHTS OF EV­ 
ERY MAN ARE: 
TO SEEK HAPPINESS BY GAINING 
KNOWLEDGE. 
IDEAS 
AND 
WISDOM 
AND DISSEMINATING THEM; AND TO 
PRODUCE WEALTH TO BE USED AS

* These inalienable rights are alm ost synonymous 
with every m an’s duty, It is a violation of these In­ 
alienable rights of man, during the past 25 years, 
th at has been largely responsible for the w orst de­ 
pression in our history. 
Those inalienable rights are rights no government, 
no group, no individual has a right to deprive a man, 
by force or by punishm ent. These rights are so In­ 
alienable th a t even the individual has no right to 
give them away or barter them away.
